IN OTHER FIELDS OF LABOR 


The total trade-UDlon membership 
In Great Britain Is over ft,OOO.OOO. 
The Standard Oil company of New i 
Jersey has 10,000 annual wage earn- I 
ers. 
Japanese factories drojv over 175. 
OOO workers from the farms during the 
war. 
The textile workers In Toronto, On­ 
tario. are asking for an increase in 
wages of 15 per cent. 
The wages of office and commercial 
employees In Norway have Increased 
from OO to 70 per cent. 
Thirty 
thousand silk workers 
In 
Pennsylvania have been granted a vol­ 
untary Increase lu pay of IO per cent. 
The Introduction of a cost system 
has enabled a British Industrial finn 
to reduce a toolroom cost 72 per cent. 
Over 12,000 decorators and paper 
hangers In New York city have sus­ 
pended work until they receive short­ 
er working hours and Increased pay. 
Silesian dispatches show that the 
acuation In that region Is much Im­ 
proved, from 70 to 80 per cent of the 
miners who have been Idle having re 
turned to work. 
For Industries where temperature 
records are of value an Inventor has 
devised a registering thermometer that 
curt he connected to ami operated hy 
an alarm clock. 
Six thousand five hundred arsenal 
operatives at Tokyo, Japan, struck, de­ 
manding wage increases.

Women workers employed on punch 
presses In the Underwood Typewriter 
Oonipany’s plant at Hartford, Conn­ 
ate demanding that they Im granted 
a 25 per cent Increase in wages. 
A strike at Cobalt, Ont., Involving 
23.000 miners, which lasted six weeks, 
has been ended, the miners* union 
voting to accept terms of settlement 
offered by the managers. The men re­ 
sumed work. 
After ti four days’ conference the

Federation 
of 
Hailroiol 
Workers, comprising MI,OOO men not In 
the brotherhoods and crafts, formally 
voted to Recept President 
Wilson's 
proposition on wages. 
The general strike of cigar makers, 
w filch l*egan in York, Pa., In August, 
has fulled. 
The strike started at the 
factory of the General Cigar company. 
where 248 cigar makers aud packers 
quit work. 
Of the number, 175 are 
back on the Job. 
Iii Norway the wages of men have 
Increased most at llutigekund; tb<>»**» 
of women at Stavanger. The Increases 
range as follows: 27 per cent Increase 
for bakers at Snrpborg, and JOH per 
cent for workmen at llaiigcsund; 24 
per cent for housemahN at Fredrlk- 
Ffod, and 220 per cent for herring wo­ 
men ut Stavanger.

$1,500, and that the Increase would lie 
graduated down to live per cent In the 
ease of salaries exceeding $5,000. The 
minimi expense, lf the plan Is accept­ 
ed. will be $3,000,000. 
The 30 I M a ware A Hudson Coal 
company's anthracite coal mines in the 
Lackawanna 
and 
Wyoming 
valleys, 
employing 20,Otto men and boys, were 
dosed by a strike.
